WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP) | 
—Senate debate on the Eisen- 
hower plan for military-eco- 
nomic measures to head off 
Communist incursions in the 
Middle East bogged down today 
for the second day. 


The supply of speakers ran 
low and. Democratic Leader 
Lyndon F. Johnson of ‘Texas 
began talking about a demand 
for an immediate vote. He ob- 
viously used the talk as a prod 
to get going with speeches the 
‘authors would rather hold 
until next week. 


Senator Frank Carlson (Rep.) 
of Kansas was the first to 
respond to the appeal. Rising in 
support of the resolution, he 
said he thought it was “in the 
interest of the United States 
and in the interest of world | 
peace.” 


Republican Leader William 
F. Knowland of California 
joined in urging Senators wish- 
ing to make speeches on the 
resolution to make them now. 

Both Favor Plan. 


Both Johnson and Knowland 
are supporting the resolution 
declaring the United States is 
prepared to use armed forces 
to assist Middle East nations 
requesting assistance to resist 
armed aggression by interna-| 
tional Communism. 


“We are not going to dilly- | 
dally on a matter of this impor- 
tance,” Johnson told the vir-| 


tually empty chamber. | 


Johnson said there were 
“many Senators” who want to 
be heard on the resolution but | 
who wanted to hold off in the 
hope of bigger audiences. 


He said he was “serving no- 
tice” that those wishing to 
speak be prepared to do so. 


“The majority leader is pre- 
pared to vote now,” Johnson 
said, “but I do not want to act 
in haste or preclude any Sena- 
tor wishing to speak from hav- 
ing an opportunity to do so.” 

Much of the battle is expected 
next week when the Senate | 
starts consideration of changes | 
beyond those which two com- 
mittees already have recom- 
mended in Mr. Eisenhower's 
original proposai. 

Eisenhower Request. 


President Eisenhower asked | 
for specifi¢ advance authority | 
to use United States troops if | 
necessary to help any Middle | 
Eastern country seeking aid 
against overt Communist ag- 
gression, and permission to 
spend up to $200,000,000 of for- | 
eign aid funds for military and 
economic aid in the area. The | 
House has approved his request | 
with little change. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
and Armed Services Commit- | 
tees revised his resolution to 
read that if the President finds 
‘** mecessary, the United States 
“is prepared” to use armed 
4rree to combat Communist ag- | 
gression there. Many Senators 
contend Mr. Eisenhower al- 
ready has the troop authority 
he asked. 

Johnson urged passage of the 
amended resolution yesterday 
as a means of telling the Com- 
munists to “keep out” of the 
Middle East. 

It would serve notice, he said, 
that aggressive Communism will 
be opposed “not by just one 
man, and not by just one branch 
of government, but by the insti- 
tutions representing the united 
will of the people.”

The House approved and | 
sent to the Senate a bill which | 
would increase pensions paid | 
blind persons under the federal- | 
state aid program from $60 to 
$70 a month. It also would in- | 
crease the maximum income 
which a blind person might | 
earn and still be eligible to re- | 
ceive benefits. The ceiling 
would be raised from $2100 to 
$2400 a year. | 

A companion bill to increase 
blind pensions under the pro- 
from suported entirely by the 
state is awaiting final passage. 

State Employes’ Retirement. 


The House Pensions Commit- 
tee, by a vote of 10 to 0, recom- 
mended passage of a bill which 
would establish a retirement 
system for all state employes | 
not now covered by a pension | 
plan. Only employes in the 
State Highway Department and 
State Highway Patrol now have | 
a retirement system. | 


Under the proposal, which 
would cover about 12,000 state 
employes, normal retirement 
would be at age 65. It would 
be permissible at 60 after 20 
years’ employment and would 
be compulsory at 70. An em- 
ploye suffering a breakdown in 
health might retire at any age 
after 15 years’ service. 

Maximum pensions after 40 
years’ service would range from 
$600 a year for an employe 
with an average annual income 
of $1800 in the last five years 
of his employment to $2500 a 
year for employes receiving an 
average salary of $7500 a year 
or more. 

The measure also contains a 
provision for payment of a 
minimum pension, at age 65, of 
$75 a month to members of the 
House and Senate who have 
served more than eight years in 
the Legislature. 

The program would be fi- 


nanced through contributions of § 


4 per cent on their salaries by 
employes with a like amount 
being paid by the state. 

A similar bill is pending in 
the Senate, but has not been re- 
ported out of committee.

How to Scare Claude 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Congratulations on your editorial 
of Feb. 11, “The Truckers Raise an 
Issue.” You should have gone fur- 
ther and made it stronger because 
this is just another phase of an over- 
all effort that has a foul odor. 

To say Missouri highways are now 
built to handle trucks is not ac- 
curate. Anyone driving on Highway 
40 between St. Louis and Kansas 
City after passing the four-lane 
areas, despite costly widening of the 
single-lane areas, realizes the high- 
way 1s not capable of handling prop 
erly both trucks and passenger cars. 

The truckers have always asked 
for an inch and taken a mile. The 
length and load limits have already 
been increased a number of times. 
What will keep them from seeking 
60-foot and 80,000-lb. limits after 
they have secured the proposed 50- 
foot and 64,650-lb. limits? 

It is too bad about the costly un- 
loading or trans-shipping of cargoes 
to meet present Missouri length and 
weight limits. Those few dollars in 
unloading expenses can easily be 
eliminated by millions of dollars of 
highway construction and repair ex- 
penses. That is like the mother 
bringing 5-year-old Claude to school 
for the first time and telling the 
teacher, “Claude is a very sensitive 
child; if he misbehaves slap the 
child next to him and that will 
scare Claude.” 


This new law that is proposed is 
designed primarily to remove an ob- 
struction to interstate trucking — 
trucks just passing through Missouri 
are affected. It does not affect Mis- 
souri trucks because by law they 
can only load so much and would 
not be required to unload or trans- 
fer cargoes. 

I wonder what the reason is for 
this interest on behalf of non-taxpay- 
ing (Missouri taxes) trucks. Do the 
citizens of Trenton and Caruthers- 
ville need or want these new lim- 
its—or can they afford them? 

How about a bill being proposed 
to decrease the length and weight 
limits of the trucks? It would have 
greater justification than an _ in- 
crease. F. M. DOWLING.

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Three Too Many 


If it costs more to do the right kind of a 
job, we must not hold back on account of a 
few dollars. This is one of those emergencies 
that occur in government, and it is one that 
we must handle at this session of the 
Legislature. 


These words are words of Gov. Blair and they 
concern, as no Missourian needs to be told, the 
need for a new state nursing-home regulatory 
law, following the horrible loss of 72 lives in the 
inferno at Warrenton. , 

We believe that Gov. Blair means every word. 
We further believe that the Legislature will act 
speedily to give Missouri an adequate inspection 
law with teeth for enforcement. We believe that 
Missouri will do what it should have done after 
the nursing home fire at Hillsboro which took 
18 lives less than five years ago. Any other 
course now would be utterly indefensible. 

But what happens meantime? 

Are the people of Missouri going to wait until 
a new law is passed and adequate safety meas- 
ures are in force? 

Are they going to sit by until more inspectors 
are provided for and firm lines of responsibility 
are definitely fixed under State authority? 

The history of the Katie Jane Memorial Home 
at Warrenton affords a check list of questions 
which every citizen, as well as every official, 
can be asking himself. 

* os * 

Granted that Woodrow O’Sullivan, operator 
of the Warrenton home, had voluntarily taken 
certain commendable precautions to reduce the 
fire hazard, such as removing the heating plant 
to a point about a block away from the main 
building. Granted that he put a concrete floor 
in the kitchen and that generally he was be- 
lieved to conduct a good home—as nursing 
homes go. 

Yet the fact remains that the building Wood- 
row O'Sullivan took over was not only old but 
lent itself to the nursing home business because 
it had little if any other use. How many of the 
more than 600 other nursing homes in Missouri 
are in buildings of the same outmoded sort? 

The home at Warrenton was two and a half 
stories high and it contained more than 70 
rooms. Yet it did not have a single exterior fire 
escape. How many of the nursing homes in Mis- 
souri are without an outside fire escape? 

The home at Warrenton contained 151 pa- 
tients plus its staff. Yet it did not have a sprink- 
ler system designed to stop automatically a fire 
at its inception. How many Missouri nursing 
homes lack a sprinkler system? 

The wooden floors in the Warrenton home 
were soaked with oil from many applications 
when it was a college building and the oil- 
steeped boards were covered with flammable 
felt and asphalt tile. How many other nursing 
homes in this state have floors that would spread 
flames rapidly if a fire were to break out? 

The interior construction of the Warrenton 
home was such as to afford virtual flues for the 
fire to race to the upper floors and thus to trap 
the aged and infirm in their beds where they 
suffocated or burned to death. How many Mis- 
souri nursing homes have stairways that are not 
enclosed or fireproofed? 

On the basis of 20 interviews, Capt. Oliver of 
the State Highway Patrol determined that no 
attendant was on duty in the first floor of the 
annex where the fire broke out. The attendant 
is said to have gone to the second floor to assist 
an attendant there—in violation of rules of the 
home. In how many nursing homes are staff 
safety regulations breached from time to time 
as a Tesult of an insufficient number of at- 
tendants? 

. . . 

Three dread nursing home fires—one at Pux- 
ico cost 12 lives last summer—are too many in 
Missouri. Let the other nursing home operators 
act on the tragic experience of the O’Sullivans. 


Let local fire prevention officials rigidly re- 
inspect every nursing home at the earliest pos- 
sible moment and release to the public a true 
report of their findings and recommendations. 
Let the Missouri state officials see what can be 
done immediately to require greater safety 
under the licensing regulations that now exist. 

Let the sons and daughters and other relatives 
of the aged residents of nursing homes insist on 
knowing the facts about safety standards and 
compliance with them. Let as many of them as 
can do so remove the patients to safer quarters 
if the homes are overcrowded hazards. 

There is much for the Legislature to do in 
giving Missouri an adequate regulatory law. 
There is much for it to do in making financially 
possible the kind of nursing home care that 
Missouri's elderly people deserve. But there is 
a lot that all Missourians can join in doing 
right now about the present homes and their 


‘patients. 


For there could be another Warrenton disaster 
tomorrow and there must not be! 
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Georgia Tells Georgia 

The Georgia House of Representatives has 
passed a resolution calling for the impeachment 
of Chief Justice Warren and Associate Justices 
Black, Reed, Frankfurter, Douglas and Clark. 
The resolution charges these six Supreme Court 
members with “high crimes and misdemeanors” 
because they participated in the anti-segregation 
decision and in certain sedition rulings. No one 
outside Georgia need comment on this. State 
Representative Raymond Reed said it all in op- 
posing the resolution at Atlanta: “We are making 
ourselves ridiculous.” 
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7-7-1 Is Better for All 


The Freeholders made one of their most pro- 
gressive decisions when they decided to write 
the 7-7-1 plan of aldermanic representation into 
the proposed new City Charter. This has not 
only the virtue of reducing the Board of Alder- 
men to a more efficient number, but also that 
of making it more than a body representing 
various neighborhoods, a body with no direct 
personal responsibility to the city as a whole. 

Regional representation is retained by calling 
for the election of seven Aldermen from en- 
larged wards. This also should help to protect 
minority party representatives from citywide 
electoral sweeps. At the same time it reduces 
parochfalism by the election of seven more Al- 
dermen from the city at large. The President 
of the Board would continue to be elected at 
large. 

No constitutional provision of any kind can 
guarantee the election of only highly qualified 
candidates. In the end thit is up to the politi- 
cal parties and those who vote for their candi- 
dates. But the charter can make the election 
of a narrowly centered board less likely. And 
that is the kind of provision the Freeholders 
have drafted for the benefit of the whole 
community. 

It is most regrettable that a few Freeholders 
should have made the charge that the 7-7-1 plan 
is a veiled scheme for discriminating against the 
Negro citizens of St. Louis. It is nothing of the 
sort. Under anything like normal circumstances, 
they should have the same representation, pro- 
portionately, under this plan asunder the pres- 


ent 28-ward set-up. Indeed there is a possibility 
for them of an increase in representation. 

The extent to which Negroes find places in 
the City Government really is not determined 
to any great extent by the Charter. It is a mat- 
ter of outstanding candidates, of practical party 
politics, and of a community spirit ever more 
set against discrimination. 

We trust that the Negro community will 
realize that a better Charter as a whole will 
mean better city government which will be to 
its benefit as well as to that of every other 
citizen of St. Louis. 4 
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Israel and Its Reputation 

Ambassador Abba Eban’s return to Israel for 
consultation gives his government a chance to 
modify its position on the withdrawal of troops 
from Egypt. If Prime Minister Ben-Gurion and 
his colleagues value Israel’s good name, they 
will seize that chance and agree to quit the Gaza 
strip and the Straits of Tiran. 


This will take courage and it will involve 
some risks. But Israel has much more to gain 
by acting in conformity with the plainly ex- 
pressed will of the world community than by 
defying it. As Britain and France withdrew 
without securing a final Suez settlement, so 
Israel must accept the fact that a final settle- 
ment on Gaza and the Gulf of Aqaba cannot 
be fashioned now, as a condition of the troop 
withdrawal. 

Continued defiance of the U.N. can only per- 
suade the world that Israel has intended all 
along to seize and hold the Gaza strip and the 
Straits of Tiran by force. Is that the reputation 
Israel wants to bear in the world and in the 
U.N. which gave it birth? 

Israel insists that it must have solid “guaran- 
tees” of security against future attack or block- 
ade. This is an understandable wish. But the 
assurances that have been offered by both the 
U.N. and the United States, though far from 
perfect, are considerable. Here is what Israel 
has been promised: 

(1) By the General Assembly, that after Israeli 
withdrawal the United Nations Emergency Force 
will be stationed on the 1949 demarcation line, 
and “other measures” for peace will be sought 
by Secretary General Hammarskjold. 

(2) By the United States, that this country will 
use its influence to get these “other measures” 
implemented. 


(3) By the United States, that this country will 
do all it can peaceably to establish the right of 
free access to the gulf of Aqaba. 

(4) By Egypt, through Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold, that it will observe “fully” the 1949 
armistice agreement, and now desires to see an 
end to all border raids. 

No doubt the Israeli government can conceive 
of stronger guarantees, It is not to be blamed for 
seeking the best it can get. But to reject assur- 
ances which go so far toward committing both 
the U.N. and the United States to future preser- 
vation of the armistice cannot be justified. If 
Israel values the world’s esteem, it will join in 
the world’s judgment. 
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‘Because They Were Not Trained’ 

Some most convincing testimony by a high 
ranking National Guard officer has been given 
the House Armed Services subcommittee that is 
studying the dispute between the National Guard 
and the Army on training for recruits. What he 
said was exactly the opposite of what the several 
other Guard generals and spokesmen have said. 

Maj. Gen. Roy Green, commander of Califor- 
nia's 49th Division, was twice qualified to testify. 
He commanded a regiment during the World 
War II Battle of Okinawa and during the past 
several months he has tried the new training 
plan over which the Army and Guard violently 
disagree. 


It must nave impressed the subcommittee to 
hear him tell how the 2200 men his regiment 
lost at Okinawa “died because they were not 
trained—-it was murder.” As for the six months 
of active training that the Army wants all 
Guardsmen to have, Gen. Green has been re- 
quiring that of his recruits. Previous Guard tes- 
timony has been that this requirement would 
wreck the Guard. But Gen. Green said it “won't 
kill the Guard, it will make the Guard.” 

Maj. Gen. John W. Guerard, retired artillery 
commander of the division, supported Gen. 
Green. He pointed out what is too often forgot- 
ten: that the infantryman today “is a specialist 
of the highest order” and not just a “lunkhead” 
who grabs a rifle and follows some officer wav- 
ing a saber. 


The testimony of these two veterans is most 
impressive. It required courage for them to go 
against the general testimony of the National 
Guard Association which is a close-knit organi- 
zation with powerful political roots in every 
state and territory. What they said heavily em- 
phasizes the need for service reserves in which 
quality comes ahead of quantity. It is up to the 
subcommittee to assure itself that all reservists 
will receive training which insures quality first. 
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Unrealistic Liquor Laws? 

Gov. James T. Blair is correct ir calling for 
rigid enforcement of the liquor laws. Any law 
should be either enforced or repealed. An in- 
different attitude is the beginning of trouble. 
Yet the amazingly large number of liquor law 
violations in St. Louis which are not prosecuted 
—suggesting that some violators may not even 
be arrested—calls for an examination. 

Could it be that not only prosecutors and 
police, but also a good many citizens consider 
the laws to be too severe and therefore not to 
be fully applied? In other words, is there a local 
situation somewhat comparable to that which 
developed nationally under the Volstead Act? 

Certainly such requirements as legal closing 
hours and the ban on the sale of liquor to minors 
are reasonable. Nor do they pose a severe en- 
forcement problem. Rather it seems that a con- 
siderable number of people feel that the penal- 
ties do not fit the crime. When a tavern owner 
is convicted, his license is automatically re- 
voked. That may mean not only depriving him, 
in effect, of what he has invested in his busi- 
ness, but also depriving him of his livelihood. 

Proof that there is a disinclination to such 
severity is to be seen in the refusal to prosecute 
a tavern proprietor after, say, his bartender has 
been fined and his license suspended for a time 
by administrative action. Prosecutors, of course, 
should enforce the law as it stands. They should 
not be in the position of judging either the 
law or the specific case in hand. Yet it would 
be almost superhuman to proceed without re- 
gard for the consequences. 

This way lies nullification and worse. If law 
enforcement is relaxed by honest men for honor- 
able reasons, there is also an opportunity for 
dishonest men to act for dishonorable reasons. 
The situation could be a broad invitation to 
bribes and shakedowns.

Extracts From an Address by Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. Louis Health 
Commissioner, to the Missouri Public Health Association, May 1956 


This is one of those times when it 
is necessary to ram home the fact that 
all is not well in the field of health 
and that, because of this very fact, the 
people of Missouri cannot any longer 
afford not to do what the people of 
many less prosperous states are doing 
far better in the broad field of public 
health. The cost of neglect in this field 
is too great, not only in terms of hu- 
man values, but of money as well. 

My approach to the subject will be 
one of planned pessimism or, more ac- 
curately, planned realism. As George 
Bernard Shaw put it, “If you cannot 
get rid of the family skeleton, you may 
as well make it dance.”

The late Dr. Herman Biggs of New 
York said on repeated occasions that 
“Public health is purchasable and any 
community, within natural limitations, 
can determine its own death rate.” It 
is axiomatic that only those commu- 
nities that want the best in public 
health are likely to get it. 

It is quite apparent that all of the 
people of Missouri have not as yet felt 
any particular urgency in this matter, 
although some real progress has been 
made in the past few years. It is also 
obvious that the Missouri Division of 
Health must receive a larger percentage 
of the public tax dollar if it is to carry 
out the major responsibilities of any 
state health department as outlined by 
_ American Public Health Associa- 

on. 

My proposal is that the marriage (a 
bad one to begin with) between the 
public health and welfare programs 
should be dissolved as quickly as pos- 
sible. I realize that this involves an 
amendment to the State Constitution. 

But to anyone familiar with the dif- 
ferences between health and welfare 
it does not require much foresight to 
know that a Department of Public 
Health and Welfare as presently organ- 
ized in Missouri would not work. When 
the new constitution of Missouri was 
adopted, there were only three states 
with such an organizational set-up: Ida- 
ho, Maine and Missouri, Idaho finally 
got out from under. 

The Missouri Department of Public 
Health and Welfare consists of three 
divisions: health, mental diseases and 
welfare. How can the Division of 
Health, which is charged with the tre- 


mendously less costly but far more im- 
portant task of preventing disease and 
disability and premature death, com- 
pete with the everyday drama and ur- 
gency of a check from the Welfare 
Division or the hospitalization of the 
menta!ly ill? It cannot.

Webster roves athlete, 
who is the central figure in 
Southern Methodist's basket- 
ball success, is getting strong 
Plugs for All-America selec- 
tion. 

The 6-foot-8 Krebs is on 
the cover of Sports Illustrat- 
ed this week. An accompany- 
ing article tells the story of 
how the tall, gangling kid, 
‘who played only one full sea- 
son of high school basketball, 
made himself into an excep- 
tional player.

Glen Rose, Arkansas coach, 
recently was asked by Dallas 
Newsman Bill Rives what his 
opinion was of Krebs. 

“He's the only All-America 
candidate this section of the 
country has,” the coach re- 
plied, After mulling it over 
further, the veteran Rose add- 
ed: “If he’s not an All-Ameri- 
ca player, I'd like to see one.

This 
land, which is all in San Pa- 
tricio county, contains 7,799.24 
acres and the Aransas river is 
its northern boundary. Oil wells 
and cattle of the Welder es- 
tate will provide an annual in- 
come of more than $500,000 to 
perpetuate the foundation. 

Mr. Welder stated in his will 
that his purpose in establishing 
a foundation was “To further 
the education of the people in 
Texas and elsewhere through- 
out the world in wildlife con- 
servation, in appreciation of the 
God-given blessings of our 
wildlife, in the knowledge of 
the relations of wildlife to do- 
mesticated animals on our 
ranches and farms; to perform 
and to foster and encourage 
study and scientific research 
related to wildlife propagation, 
growth, and development, both 
associated with and disassoci- 
ated from the raising of live- 
stock and domestic animals...” 
Dr. Cottam Named Director. 

The will. provided for a 
board of three trustees for the 
foundation. These trustees are 
John J. Welder, Patrick H. Wel- 
der and M. Harvey Weil. The 
will made it clear that any use 
could be made of the land so 
long as such use was devised 
to further the scientific and 
educational program approved 
by the trustees.

Robert Morris, counsel to 
the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee, pointed out the 
failure of the delegate, whom 
he identified as* Ludwig Rajch- 
mann, to appear for question- 
ing by the committee in re- 
sponse to a subpena. 

Morris told Senator William 


E. Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, pre- 


siding at the hearing at the 


time, that “you might .want to} 


pass it (the case) on to the sub- 
committee to determine if he is 
in contempt of the Senate.” 

Morris said later he has dis- 
cussed the matter with the 
State Department, including 
Rajchmann’s reported claim of 
diplomatic immunity from any 
requirement to honor an Amer- 
ican subpena. Morris added he 
has not had a final reply from 
the department. 

Morris said Rajchmann was 
wanted for questioning about 
the “nature and extent of Soviet 


activities in the United States” | 


and has been named as a for- 
mer associate of Alger Hiss and 
the late Harry Dexter White. 

Hiss served a prison term on 
perjury charges stemming from 
his sworn denials that as a Gov- 
ernment official he passed se- 
cret information to Communist 
spies. Attorney Genera] Her- 
bert Brownell has charged that 
White, a former Under Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was in- 
volved in espionage. 

“He may in fact have been 
one of the Soviet superiors of 
the (spy) ring that was operat- 
ing in Washington,” Morris said 
in suggesting contempt action 
against Rajchmann. 

He said he “would not be 
surprised” if Rajchmann claims 
diplomatic immunity, but that 
if the Pole does so he will con- 
tend it does not apply in Rajch- 
mann’s case. 

He said Rajchmann was men- 
tioned repeatedly in the sub- 
committee’s investigation of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, a 
private research organization, 
some years ago.

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Heart Operations

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: I have been hearing of the 
D value of heart operations for coronary patients. Do 
you recommend them? Mr. K.J. 


ANSWER: Only a patient’s personal physician can 
answer that question. One 
patient may be an excel- 
lent candidate for opera- 
tion; another should, by all 
means, continue with con- 
servative medical treat- 
ment. However, in a gen- 
eral way, here are my 
opinions about operative 
treatment in coronary pa- 
tients. Ten years ago I 
would have turned thumbs 
down on such surgery. In

OR. PETER STEINCROHN favorable reports, my mind 
is now open. I have had patients of mine operated on for 
valvular disease of the heart and the results—in most cases 
were astounding. For example, I recall one woman 
operated on in her 40s whose ankles swelled and who 
could not walk a few steps without breathing hard. For 
the past few years she has been well enough to work in a 
department store.

I HAVE NOT HAD such personal experience with my 
coronary patients. None have come to operation. But I 
have talked to colleagues who have had a patient or two 
operated on and they were enthusiastic about the results. 


An article appeared recently in the Journal of Thoracic 
Surgery on the subject written by David S. Leighninger, 
M.D., of Western Reserve University. In a group of 83 
patients operated upon between 1935 and 1953, the two- 
year mortality rate was 18 per cent. But in 88 patients 
with angina pectoris not operated on, the two-year mortality 
rate was 30 per cent. And in 103 patients examined six 
months after operation it was learned that pain was greatly 
reduced or absent in 90 per cent of the patients.

THE OPERATIVE TECHNIQUE used was that of the 
Beck 1 operation. Its chief purpose is to produce additional 
circulation to the heart. How dangerous is the operation? 
In a series of 75 cases the mortality rate was 6.6 per cent. 

I would not advise operation in every patient with 
coronary disease who was not improving with conservative 
medical treatment. However, because of the recent dramatic 
advances in cardiac surgery, I would suggest that such

Grease in the Drainage Lines. 


' W HEN the kitchen sink drain 


starts acting sluggish, 

chances are that it’s par- 
tially stopped up from grease 
and in most cases you can clear 
it by using a little drain cleaner 
and hot water or, in extreme 
cases, pulling off the trap and 
removing the grease from inside, 

In older homes, however, you 
often find that the entire drain- 
age system from the kitchen 
sink right down to the sewer 
line has become so incased with 
hard grease that the job of re- 
moving it will take too long 
with chemicals alone. 

For a project of this sort what 
you need is a plumber’s snake 
and a grease cutter. The plumb- 
er’s snake is a long flexible 
metal shaft which can be in- 
serted into an opening in the 


drainage system and worked by 
hand through the line. The 
grease cutter is a little attach- 
ment that fits on the end of the 
snake and which will remove 
the hard grease from inside the 
lines. 

The best place to start this 
operating is as close to the 
kitchen sink as possible. Usually 
if you remove the trap, the 
snake can be inserted into the 
line at this point and work 
down to the next nearest access 
to the line. After the first sec- 
tion has been cleared, take the 
snake out and insert it at a 
lower point and continue at this 
rate until you've covered the 
entire line right down to where 
it joins the house sewer pipe. 

After you've finished with the 
grease cutter flush the line out 
with a chemical cleaner or 
plenty of hot water. Be careful 
if you have any lead drainage 
pipes in your home because this 
metal is soft and it’s possible to 
drive the grease cutter right 
through the lead pipe.

'The Heart Has Its Reasons’ 


Comfortable Married Life in London 


Author Was Lonely at First but Finally Made Friends—First Glimpse of Prince of Wales

of the Duchess of Windsor.

FTER a honeymoon in 
A France and Spain, Ernest 

Simpson and I returned to 
London and moved into a small 
hotel while I searched for a 
house. Ernest’s sister, Maud 
Kerr-Smiley, came to my assist- 
ance, and with her help I final- 
ly found one in the West End, 
at 12 Upper Berkeiey street, 
near Portman Square. We 
rented it for a year, furnished, 
from Lady Chesham, intending 


in due course to find a place 
of our own. 


By American standards the 
house had most of the usual 
drawbacks of old British houses, 
with the kitchen in the base- 
ment, which was as dark as 
the hold of a ship. Still, for 
a rented house it was alto- 
gether charming, and I was 
enchanted with it. In spite of 
the fact that not a stick of fur- 
niture in it was mine or Er- 
nest’s, I came to think of it 
as my own. 


After my years as a wander- 
ing Navy wife, living in stand- 
ard Navy dwellings with Gov- 
ernment-supplied furniture, and 
my one-room existence at War- 
renton, Va., while I was await- 
ing my divorce, my home on 
Upper Berkeley street seemed 
almost a palace. 


I had a butler, a cook, a 
housemaid and a_ chauffeur. 
Compared to what I had known 
since I had left my grand- 
mother’s home, this was lux- 
ury. But who would come to 
my house? 

I knew scarcely a soul in 
London, and I approached the 
business of making a new life 
for myself with trepidation. 
Ernest's sister was an under- 
standing woman. I was a 
stranger, and she took me in. 
She was eager to fit her long- 
absent brother and her new 
American sister-in-law into her 
secure, well-ordered entirely 
British world. 

A tiny, pretty woman, she was 
separated from her husband 
and lived in a big house near 
Belgrave Square. Her daughter, 
Betty, was a debutante, and I 
was invited to the parties given 
for her. In addition, Maud gave 
small luncheons and bridge par- 
ties in order to introduce me to 
her own circle of friends. 

Nevertheless I had the feel- 
ing, at times, of being a some- 
what awkward American rela- 
tion who had turned up unex- 
pectedly, and to whom the Eng- 
lish connections were expected 
to be considerate. Moreover, it 
was difficult for me to adjust 
myself to British ways. 

Perhaps the great root of my 
difficulty was my habit of 
speaking my mind, which my 
mother would have described 
as congenital. I was accustomed 
to say whatever popped into my 
head. My American outspoken- 
ness seemed to amuse, and oc- 
casionally to startle, Ernest's 
sister and friends. 

By contrast, English women, 
though formidably powerful in 
their sphere, were still accept- 
ing the status—to borrow a con- 
temporary term—of a second 
sex. If they had strong opinions 
they kept them safely buttoned 
up; confidences were seldom 
given or encouraged. 

The British seemed to cherish 
a sentiment of settled disap- 
proval toward things American 
—when they were not too insig- 
nificant for notice of any kind, 
By and large they seemed mild- 
ly regretful that the continent 
had ever passed from the con- 
trol of the Indians. 

American slang was practical- 
ly never heard in Mayfair 
drawing rooms; and it was not, 
in any case, welcomed as a de- 
sirable import. When with char- 
acteristic impulsiveness I agreed 
to something with a cheery “O. 
K.” my sister-in-law stared at 
me with an expression of shock 
and disappointment that could 
not have been — in evidence 
had I wetncete an

There used to come over me 
an icy feeling that Maud’s 
friends were wondering, ““‘What 
strange ideas will be coming 
out of that woman's mouth 
next?” The realization that I 
was different from them, that I 
was looked upon as an ethno- 
logical curiosity, had a damp- 
ening effect upon my natural 
exuberance. I withdrew into my- 
self. 

* * . 

OR a long time,I was very 
Fionery. I knew no other Ameri- 

cans in London—no one, that 
is, whom I could call an intimate 
friend, chat with over the tele- 
phone, lunch with, or drop in 
on for tea. 

And the British practice of 
never introducing a stranger at 
parties was hardly calculated to 
put a new arrival at ease. When 
I had finished with the house- 
hold chores in the morning, the 
day sometimes stretched va- 
cantly before me. 

The winter of 1928-29 is still 
remembered by those who ex- 
perienced it as one of the bit- 
terest in London’s history. The 
Atlantic cold settled over the 
city like a glacial blanket. So 
did the winter fog. 

An incredible grayness and 
gloominess clamped down over 
the vast metropolis, until the 
atmosphere, the silent build- 
ings, and even the people in the 
street merged into a sooty gray 
dinginess. 

The gloom of London that 
winter was deepened by a sad 
circumstance. King George Y 
was seriously ill; he had been 
stricken by a streptococcus in- 
fection and was fighting for life 
at Buckingham Palace. 

The Prince of Wales had 
raced back to London aboard a 
warship from East Africa. His 
dramatic reappearance added to 
the general apprehension. All 
England seemed to be hanging 
on the doctors’ bulletins; my 
friends talked of nothing else. 

On a rainy afternoon, as I 
was driving past St. James's

When declarer ducked again it 
was North's turn to help un- 
block and he overtook the 10 
with his jack and then forced 
out declarer’s ace with a third 
round of the suit. 

West tried desperately to set 
up his clubs and still keep 
North. with those good hearts, 
out of the lead. He led’a low 
club at trick four, intending to 
play dummy’s eight if North 
played low. North, no fool he, 
foiled that by playing the 10. 
Dummy won the ace and 
South rose then to the oecasion 
by dropping his queen. 

It made no difference to 
South which of the various 
plausible outstanding holdings 
in the club suit existed. All 
South knew was that he wanted 
his partner to get on trick rath- 
er than himself, for it was North 
who had the good hearts. And 
there was just no likely division 
of the club suit on which drop- 
ping the queen under the ace 
would sacrifice a trick. If North 
had the king everything was 
fine. If North had the jack-10 
blank and declarer a seven-card 
suit to the king the defense was 
lost anyhow. 

It's easy to see how, on the 
actual holdings, declarer would 
have. made the contract had 
South passively followed on the 
first club trick with his low 
one. Clubs would have been 
continued and when South fol- 
lowed with his queen on the 
second round, even a semi- 
comatose -declarer would re- 
strain from putting his king on 
that trick. With the club loser 
thus safely deposited in the 
South hand the doors would 

now have been shut on North

Comment on 
Sale of Arms 
In Mideast 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


SAN MARCOS, Tex. 
NOTICED in a recent news- 
| article that Prime 
r Jawaharlal Nehru 
feels strongly that it would be 
well if neither the United States 


nor the Soviet Union gave, or 
sold, any arms to a Middle 
Eastern nation. 

I am not certain whether his 
splan is exactly similar to the 
one the Soviet Union is now 
proposing. However, I am not 
surprised that the Indian gov- 
ernment should grasp at this 
proposal, since it seems some- 
what near that country's point 

view. =. 

Holding this viewpoint, the 
Nehru government is, of course, 
not in favor of the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. However, it seems to 
me that India should under- 
stand that the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine has done nothing more 
than serve notice that the. 
United States would meet by 
force any military attack by the 
Soviet Union on a Middle East- 
ern country. 

This does not presuppose 
that any military move will 
take place on either side. The 
Eisenhower Doctrine also would 
not prevent the agreement 
which India is now proposing 
from coming into force, pro- 
viding both the United States 
and Russia would consider such 
an agreement. 


_ _ 

WHETHER the desired re- 
sults could be obtained through 
such an agreement, if reached 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, seem rather 
doubtful. The Soviet Union 
could still arrange to have arms 
moved from any one of its 
satellites. The United States 
also could arrange to have any 
one of the Western European 
nations supply arms. 

Perhaps the only effective 
way would be to have a reso- 
lution adopted in the United 
Nations that no further arms 
could be: supplied to any na- 
tion in that area of the world 
from any quarter whatsoever. 

Whether this could be done 
is questionable. But one thing 
said by India seems to be true, 
namely, “that a big responsi- 
bility rested on the powerful 
nations to see that progressive 
forces in the Middle East were 
helped in the peaceful realiza- 
a of their national aspira- 

ons.”

Of course, 
there have been many agencies 
with interracial and intercul- 
tural patterns, but the idea was 
not as widely accepted as it is 
today. 

“When Nursery Foundation 
was established 10 years ago, 
there was a different attitude, 
a different emotional climate 
than we have today. That's why 
I feel it was such a wonderful 
idea and such a rich addition 
to the community.”

VIGNETTES OF HISTORY 


Coming to Missouri in 1796, Moses Austin received a land grant in 1797 


which contained Mine a’ Breton, a rich lead deposit. Here he improved 
mining and smelting methods, and became Missouri's first industrialist. In 
1813, Austin donated part of his land, which, along with another man's 
10-acre donation, was to become the seat of Washington County. In 
1826, this village and the original mining town combined under the name 
of Potosi. Ruined when the Bank of St. Louis closed, Austin planned to 
colonize in Texas, but died before this was accomplished. He is buried in 


Potosi, the city he founded. (These vignettes do not necessarily refer to 
Tangle Towns puzzles.)
